Grandfather had to raise Max, spin 
and weave the fiax for clothing. 
Deer were abundant and he used 
their skins for pants and shoes, 
and raccoon skins for hats." 

One of the these seven children 
came to Union county, Ky., and 
settled near Morganfield, Thomas 
Conway, the father of John W. 
Couway, the subjeot of this tri- 
bute. His mother was Cornelia 
Conuell. My father whb born of 
this happy union Oct. 14,1844, 
He wab the only son of a large fa- 
mily. ( i rani If at her whs well known 
by the former citizens of Union 
county, and they showed to him 
their high regard in many ways. 
He was elected sheriff of the coun 
ty several times and represented 
the peopie for three terms in the 
State Legislature. 

He was a linn Baptist and a 
man of noble mould. 

In 1870 futher was happily mar- 
ried to Miss Barbara Ann Daven- 
port, a daughter of Abram Daven- 
port. Twelve children blessed 
this delightful union and no swee- 
ter home w as ever enjoyed by a set 
of happier children. The memo- 
ries of that home w ill ever till my 
soul with the tenderest joy. The 
Christ was its secret power. That 
early family altar and unfailing 
love to Christ; the good coinibel 
vnd genuine good sense and ireti- 
tiiuiis spirit that tilled that home 
is delightful to thins about 
All of the children (but two in- 



fants) and the loving mother, sur- 
vive the death of father.

rare ability, a leader of great sa- 
gacity, hik! a lawyer almost with* 
a peer. John Young Brown, than 
whom no man was bettor kuuwu 
in public life, was born near Kli- 
zabethtown, Ky., June I s , 1835; 
died at Henderson, Ky., Jan 11th, 
1904, in his 60th year. 

lie was a graduate of Center 
College; in the class with W. C. 
P. Breckinridge, T. M, Green and 
Gov. Crittenden, of Missouri. In 
1869 he was elected to Congress, 
but being only 24 years old was 
not allowed to take his seat for a 
year after. He opposed "Xouoth- 
iDgism," an anti-oatholio move- 
meut, although he was a Protest- 
ant. In I860 hestumped Kentuc- 
ky for Stephen A. Douglas for 
President. In 1863 he wrs elect- 
ed to congress, and in l^~io, in the 
halls ofcongress denounced lieu. 
Benjamin F. Butler, which ga\e 
him national prominence. Here- 
tired from congress and was elec- 
ted Governor in 1891, He made 
an enviable record as the chief ex- 
ecutive. Had he rested on his 
laurels he would have gone to his 
reward with the love and confi- 
dence of all his constituents. His 
memorable race as an independent 
candidate for Governor on the 
gold bug platform cost him many 
♦riends, and caused his political 
star to set forever, although he 
was followed in his convictions by 
many noted statesmen. Of him 
the Courier-Journal says editori- 
ally: 

"He was, in many respects, no 
ordinary man. A good lawyer 
with a strong and cultivated rnind 
an eloquent advooate, a fearless 
executive, the foroe of his charac- 
ter, the independence and sturdi- 
ness of his convictions, the integ 
rity of his private life and the con 
soientiousness and oftentimes bril 
liance of his publio service, com 
minded universal respect from 
friends and opponents alike." 

GEN JONN B. GORDON DEAD. 

One by one the links that bin 
the past to the present are being 
severed; one by one the spirits 
that made history in the memora- 
ble "days of the sixties," are pass- 
ing the earthly veil to enter the 
vast unknown. 

The greatest of those left to us 
has now surrendered, John B 
Gordon, Commander-in-chief o f 
the I'nited Confederate Veterans, 
arddier, statesman and diplomat, 
has been summoned to the tinal 
roll call and all the South is in 
mourning. 

Gen Gordon died laBt Saturday 
night, on his plantation near Bis- 
cay ne, Fla., his winter home. His 
remains were brought to Miami, 
the railroad station, and taken 
from there to Atlanta, Ga., his late 
Home, where they will lie in state 
in the state oapitol until Wednes- 
day noon, when the funeral will 
be held.
